CAB Suspends Arthur 
Godfrey for 6 Months 
Star of TV, 
Radio Given 
Stiff Penalty 


Careless Flying ' 
At Airport Cause 
Of Board Ruling 


WASHINGTON UP}— The 


civil aeronautics board decid- 
ed today to suspend Arthur 
Godfrey's pilot "certificate for. 
six months, effective March 
16, as a penalty for careless 
flying at Teterboro, N. J., air- 
port Jan. 7. 


The action came in the form of 


a recommended decision by CAB 
Safety Examiner Albeft H. Rup- 
par. Godfrey has the-right of ap- 
peal, but a recommended decision 
by a safety examiner customarily 
is adopted by the board as its own 
decision. 


Considered Severe 


The recommended penalty was 


surprisingly severe in view of the 
fact that the Civil Aeronautics Ad- 
ministration had asked for a sus- 
pension of "at least 30 days." 


Godfrey, star of radio and tele- 


vision and a flying enthusiast, has 
denied that either1 latent or care- 
lessness was involved when his 
plane roared close to the control 
tower in a takeoff at Teterboro. 


The CAA contended that he de- 
iberately "buzzed" the tower with 
lis twin-engine DCS in annoyance 
aecause he was not permitted to 
take off from the runway of his 
choice. 


Can Appeal 


The CAB describes today's find- 
ngs as an "initial decision." If 
there is no appeal from either 
;odfrey or the board by March 15 
t becomes the final ruling.

'or the CAA at New York City, 
said "no less action" than 30 days 
luspension would be required by

Fell is a resident 
of the Steward area which has pe- 
titioned to detach itself from the 
district. Fell had refused to give 
up his office without an official re- 
quest for his resignation from the 
board. 


The building* plan vote will be 


the third in recent months. In 
September and December, 1953, 
voters rejected plans for two open- 
country high schools to serve the 


east and west sections of the dis- 
trict and for a new Franklin 
Grove school. ' 


Can Reduce Costs 


The one central high school 


would be located near the Reynolds 
church, six miles southeast of Ash- 
ton, near the center of the district. 
Tentative figures presented by Le- 
roy Thompson, district architect, 
during Thursday's meeting indi- 
cated that a sizable reduction can 
be made in the bond issue as com- 
pared with that proposed earlier 
for two high schools. The exact 
size of the bond issue, as well as 
the precise location of the pro- 
posed school, will be officially de- 
termined by the board at a later 
meeting.

Says Man Taught 
Physics Capably 


DURHAM, N. H. GfV-The 


University of New Hampshire 
disclosed today it had dis- 
missed from its physics staff 
a man who it said taught 
here capably for more than a 
year even though he had not 
received more than a high 
school education. 


A spokesman identified him as 


Marvin Hewitt, about 31, and said 
Hewitt posed as Dr. Kenneth P. 
Yates, presently engaged in indus- 
trial research "somewhere in Illi- 
nois." 


University authorities said Hewitt 


told them he had a wife and three 
children in Philadelphia but "un- 
derstand" he went to Hempstead, 
N. Y., from here. 


Identity Revealed 


Hewitt left Jan. 31 after his true 


identity became known because of 
the curiosity of an unidentified 
student. 


The student, it was explained, 


"heard about a Yates doing re- 
search work" and checked the re- 
searchist in a. handbook of physi- 
cists (unidentified). Noting the 
similarity of the backgrounds of 
the teacher here and Yates the 
researchist, the student informed 
a faculty member. 


""Hewitt readily admitted tut 


pose," said a spokesman. 


"We called in the FBI because 


the man had been .teaching ad- 
vanced physics and "relativity to 
graduate students, as well as un- 
dergraduates, and physics i* a 
critical field nowadays. 


Clean Record 


"The FBI said the man's record

Do-It-Yourself Waves Causes 


Painters to Cry 


The Painting and Decorating Contractors of America, at 


their convention in Los Angeles, devoted a half day session 
to the "menace" of the do-it-yourself movement among deco- 
rators. 


They had reason for their concern. Some recent statis- 


tics showed that while paint sales in the country have in- 
creased by about 50 per cent in recent years, contractors 
employing union painters aren't doing much more work than 
formerly. The extra paint is being used by homeowners who 
apply it themselves—and frequently to themselves. 


The contractors accused paint manufacturers of encour- 


aging the home craftsmen, an action which the contractors 
seemed to think unfair to their monopoly. The executive 
vice president of a paint retailers' association urged that as 
a remedy the contractors do more advertising and exert more 
salesmanship to persuade homeowners of the advantages of 
a professional decorating job.

There have been many improvements in painting and 


decorating methods in the last decade, but union painters 
have frequently prevented their employers from reducing 
prices by using them. Spray guns and paint rollers do a job 
much more quickly than brushes and do it as well when con- 
fined to suitable work, but both these boons to the amateur 
are frowned on by the union in some parts of the country.

The Illinois Chamber of Commerce recently made a di- 


gest of the 16 volumes of testimony taken by the house labor 
committee on the successes and failures of the Taft-Hartley 
act. Here are some of the examples of featherbedding of 
which the painters' union was accused in sworn statements 
to congress: 


, The architects' specifications for the United Nations 


building in New York called for painting a huge panel with 
a material that could be applied only by spray guns. New 
York union painters forced the use of a non-sprayed paint 
that materially, increased the cost of the Work. 


In Hartford, Conn., the union requires that two painters 


be assigned to use one spray gun, and that they be paid twice 
the union scale. In St. Louis the union spray gun regula- 
tion is that three painters be assigned to each gun, each rest- 
ing 20 minutes out of each half hour and drawing 25 cents an 
hour above the standard union pay scale.

In many jurisdictions painters refuse to apply paint with 


rollers, which are the home craftsman's boon. A rule that 
no union painter shall use a brush more than 4 inches wide, 
although wider brushes do a more workmanlike job on ceil- 
ings and'other flat surfaces, is general. 


For two generations there has been close cooperation 


between contractors in the building trades and then- union- 
ized employes. It is a simple economic fact that a Chicago 
contractor needn't worry about what painting or carpentry 
or plumbing may cost in another city, because no one can 
build a house in Cleveland or San -Francisco and live in Chi- 
cago. All the contractor wants is a tight union organization 
to assure him that all his local competitors have to pay the 
same rates that he does. Frequently this goes to the extent 
of conspiracies between unions and contractors' association 
to allocate territories, fix prices and run price cutters out of 
the business.

Seborrhea Is Condition 
Which Resists Treatment 


By EDWIN P. JOEDON. M D. 


In response to several inquiries 


this column is devoted to a discus- 
sion of a condition known as sebor- 
rhea or seborrheic dermatitis.-This 
is one of several possible causes 
for falling hair, but while common 
it remains a difficult subject to 
discuss because its causes* are not 
entirely clear, and its cure is often 
difficult. 


Seborrhea is often considered to 


be of two varieties, one, dry sebor- 
rhea, or dandruff, and the other, 
oily seborrhea. Both of these condi- 
tions are more common in the 
scalp than elsewhere, but may ex- 
tend down to the eyebrows, face, 
and even other parts of the body. 


In oily seborrhea, the hair and 


scalp feel greasy and are hard to 
keep clean because dirt floating in 
the air sticks and the hair follicles 
tend to clog up with oil and tiny 
scales of skin, dirt and the like. 
This certainly does not make for 
healthy scalp or hair. 


Sometimes a true ^nflammation 


of the skin follows or accompanies 
seborrhea, and then the condition 
is called dermatitis,* and this can 
be painful as well as annoying. 


What is responsible for either 


form of seborrhea is hard to say. 
No living parasite or germ has 
been identified, though there are 
reasons to believe that some kind 
of infection may be at least partial- 
ly at fault. 


However, seborrhea of either 


kind commonly starts after the 
general health has been lowered by 
such things as infection or fatigue. 
Anemia, constipation, indigestion, 
lack of fresh air and exercise, and 
the wearing of stiff and ill-venti- 
lated hats are also claimed to con- 
tribute to the development of se- 
borrhea. 


No easy or quick cure for se- 


borrhea 
is available. If 
some 


chronic, weakening disease is pres- 
ent, it should, of course, be treat- 
ed. Also, such conditions as ane- 
mia or constipation should be takta 
care4 of. 
CLEAN HAIR IS ESSENTIAL 


The local treatment of sebor- 


rhea involves first the removal of 
the crusts and accumulated fatty 
material and later the use of stim- 
ulating applications. The removal 
of the crusts and debris at first 
may be accompanied by the loss of 
a good deal of hair. The fatty ac- 
cumulations are first soaked with 
some carefully chosen lotion to aid 
in removal. This is followed by 
thorough and frequent shampoo- 
ing, again selected with care. 


M a n y .chemical preparations 


have been used in the form of oint- 
ments or lotions after the removal 
of the scales. The condition resists 
treatment and tends to come back 
unless treatment is continued for 
weeks or months after the skin 
appears to be normal.

Counties Must 
Appoint Rabies 
Inspector Soon 


SPRINGFIELD, 111. (ff) — Atty. 


Gen. 
Latham Castle said today 


that a law effective June 1 makes 
it mandatory that county boards 
each appoint a licensed veterinari- 
an as rabies inspector. 


In the opinion asked by State's 


Attorney Lloyd Middleton of Perry 
county, Castle said the inspector 
has powers equal to a sheriff's in 
enforcing the act. 


The Adams county board in 


Quincy voted in early January to 
ignore the law. Stillman J. Stanard 
state agriculture department direc- 
tor, said at the time that it was up 
to a citizen or a state's attorney to 
get a court order to force a county 
board to set up the program. 


Under the provisions of the law 


enacted by the 1953 legislature, all 
dogs running loose must be inocu- 
lated yearly against rabies. This 
requirement does not apply to dogs 
in pens, on leashes or muzzles. 
Stray dogs hof. inoculated are to be 
kept in pounds and the owners 
given seven days to redeem their 
pets. 


In his opinion. Castle concluded, 


among other things, that rabies in- 
spectors must turn over to the 
county treasurers fees collected 
for inoculations and that the rabies 
fund may not be spent for estab- 
lishing and supporting a pound.

$180,000 for the year beginning 
July 1, as compared with $370,000 
appropriated for the 1953-51 fiscal 
year. 


Most of the money has gone for 


electrical barriers to divert the 
lampreys from streams where they 
can reproduce. 


As a House member Potter 


steered the first lamprey-control 
legislation through Congress. Be- 
ginning with a 1950 fiscal year ap- 
propriation of $286,000, Congress 
voted $202,000 for 1951. $343.000 for 
1954. $441,000 for 1953 and the cur- 
rent |370,000 appropriation.

Five months were 
added to Druggan's term and he 
was transferred to Atlanta. 


Earlier, Druggan and Lake, while 


serving sentences in Chicago for 
violating the' National Prohibition 
Act. were found by federal investi 
gators to be serving their sentenc 
es in the daytime. The Cook Coun 
ty sheriff and jail warden went to 
jail for granting them 
specia 


pnvileges. 


In 1939, a federal grand jury in 


dieted Druggan for filing a false

They've been 
pretty successful at it. 


His mischief was not only in 


alarming the West into rearming 
by letting the Korean War start. 


The last thing the Russians 


wanted was a single West Euro- 
pean »rmy. called the European 
Defense Community. 


Talked Soft 


Stalin's successors talked soft, 


expressed -pious intentions, let the 
Korean War subside in an armi- 
stice. 


Since many French didn't want 


Germans to rearm, even in a 
single army with them, the new 
Russian attitude gave them more 
excuse for delay in joining EDC. 
Without the French, there can be 
no EDC. 


The new Kremlin men, headed 


by Malenkov and Molotov, have 
promised the Soviet people,-more 
good things of life, probably to 
keep them quiet. 


They've had a hydrogen explo- 


sion which served at least one 
good purpose over here: it shook 
American planners out of com- 
placency. 


Just Refugees 


So far the West hasn't been 


able to retrieve from behind the 
curtain a-single inch of Commu- 
nist real estate although refugees 
from c o m m u n i s t s still pour 
through. 
' Although neither the West nor 
Russm has yielded anything, the 
two sides in the past year have 


talked with each other and will talk 
some more. 


They talked at Berlin. 
The 


United States and Russia have 
had some talks in this country 
about President Eisenhower's plan 
for pooling some atomic material 
for peaceful purposes. 


And the Western nations will 


meet in Geneva with the Commu- 
nists—Russian, Chinese and North 
Korean—to talk about Korea and 
the Indochina war.

URBANA — You can increase 


your dairy profits by "managea- 
milking." 


E. E. Ormiston, University of 


Illinois dairy department, 
lists 


these JO .simple steps as helpful in 
controlling mastitis, the most prev- 
alent and costly disease in dairy 
cows : 


1. Prepare the cow for milking 


by washing the udder and teats 
with a mild disinfectant. Use dis- 
posable paper towels or individual 
udder cloths. Cloths should be 
washed after each use. 


2. Use a strip cup on each cow 


at each milking. 


3. Dip the teat cups in a mild dis- 


infectant, and i*inse after use on 
each cow. 


4. Remove milker from each 


cow as soon as she is •'milked 
out." 


5. Operate the machine at the 


speed and vacuum level specified 
by the manufacturer. 


6. Keep the teat cup inflations in 


sjood condition. 


7. Clean and sterilize inflations 


following each milking. 


8. Milk mast/His - infected cows 


last. 


9. Isolate .severe cases of masti- 


tis. 


10. Keep the barn in sanitary 


condition and the lots free irom 
mud.

Moreover, the milk will have a 
ower bacteria count, which could 
well make Hie difference between 
meeting or failing to meet Grade 
A requirements.

Control Poultry Para* 
And Boost Your Proi 


Richard Lohse

Rural Youth Meet

URBANA — You can increase 


poultry profits by a five-step con- 
trol of chicken lice and mites. 


These insects cause a decrease 


in egg production and impair flock 
health, says Stephen Moore, exten- 
sion entomologist of the University 
of Illinois and the State Natural 
History Survey. 


Moore lists these steps for con- 


trol: 


1. Detect infestations early. In- 


spect a few birds for parasites 
each time you gather eggs. Droopy, 
ragged, discolored birds, declines 
in egg production or poor egg 
hatchability is a danger sign that 
lice and mites may be present. 


2. Screen all chicken hou.sc open- 


ings to prevent wild birds, car- 
riers of lice and mites, from enter- 
ing. 


3. Isolate and observe incoming 


poultry. Treat infested birds be- 
fore placing them in the flock. 


4. Maintain adequate sanitation 


by a complete clean-up once a 
year. Reduce the habitat for lice 
and mites by removing all un- 
necessary equipment from the lay- 
ing house. This will also facilitate 
chemical control. • 


5. Use metal nests, 


and waterers. Metal

Weeds Reduce . 
Pasture Yield 


Inferior p a s t u r e s are handi- 


capped by weeds and even by 
brush and small trees. It takes as 
much water and plant food to pro- 
duce a pound of ragweed as a 
pound of good forage. 


Many farmers who would not ex- 


pect a good yield from a weedy 
field of com are not concerned 
about weeds in the pasture. The 
.weeds compete with the desirable 
plants for sunlight, plant food and 
moisture, so that the good pasture 
plants cannot grow well and are 
often crowded out entirely.

tending to create renewed opti- 
mism among feeders, which is 
being reflected by a more active 
demand for stocker and feeder 
cattle, continued Conway. In fact, 
there is some concern as to wheth- 
er or not there is an adequate sup- 
ply of stackers and feeders to meet 
feedlot replacement demands, and 
to fill summer pastures in the 
midwestern grazing areas. 


Present Outlook 


The present 
outlook indicates 


there may be a decline in beef 
supplies in late winter and early 
summer since the top grades are 
-being marketed early and supplies 
of lower grades, which ordinarily 
supply considerable beef tonnage 
in early summer, were reduced 
due to high feeding costs. 


Another factor reducing the sup- 


ply of beef available during the 
coming months is the large num- 
ber of calves and yearlings- which 
were placed on feed last fall that 
are being finished for late sum- 
mer and early winter marketing. 


A similar situation exists for hog 


producers at the present with the 
favorable corn-hog ration encour- 
aging the use of some com that 
oidmanly would be held on a stor- 
age basis The (Ui tailed pioduftion 
of hosjs dunng the past tvvo years' 
has losultcil ,n a smaller Mipplv ' 
of poik i-o.-u li'n-; tho maiUi'l.

tinning consumer demand for pork 
pioducts, has resulted in prices 
fu\orable enough to encourage an 
increase in pork production and 
added use of corn, even with the 
high support prices of corn which 
hold up feeding costs. 


With the production cycle turn- 


ing upward, the maximum short- 
age or pork is expected to con- 
tinue through the next four to five 
months with little increase in 
dressed pork supplies before early 
winter. This shortage is expected 
to give added stability to the pork 
market during the summer months 
when ordinarily a seasonal slump 
in prices is expected. 
Legumes Need 
Soil Fertilizer 


Legumes must have plenty of 


lime, phosphate and potash. Apply 
these materials according to the 
soil needs. Soil needs can be de- 
termined by tests and most coun- 
ties have laboratories to do this 
testing. 


Limestone should be applied six 


months or a year before the le- 
gume is seeded. It takes at least 
six months for the limestone to 
correct enough of the acidity for 
legumes to establish themselves. 
The limestone should be worked in- 
to the top of the seedbed, not plow- 
ed under. 


Phosphate can be applied when 


the limestone is applied, or any 
time ahead of seeding, and should 
be vifikod into the surface of the 
seedbed.

URBANA—Cull your dairy herd 


to fewer and better cows and you'll 
make more profit, says J. G. Cash. 


To prove his point, the Univer- 


sity of Illinois dairy extension spe- 
cialist cites a case of two neighbor- 
ing DHIA herds that finished 1953 
tests with neaily $1,000 different 
in profits. 


These two dairymen had 11 and 


16 cows of the same breed. The 
smaller held returned $145 more 
per cow above feed costs than the 
larger held. Even though its aver- 
age feed costs wei e $22 higher per 
cow, the small heid netted $930 
more profit. 


The milk was sold on the same 


matkct, feed costs per hundred- 
weight weie equal and the two 
dairymen fed the same rate of 
grain. 


By culling the low producers, the 


11-cow heid aveiaged 457 pound3 
of bultcifat per cow, while the 
larger herd's aveiage was only 2K1 
pounds.

State-wide tests to determine 


available soil moisture show that 
the situation is more serious in 
southern than in northern coun- 
ties.

Grubs on Cattle 
Cost in Loss of 
Meat, Leather 


URBANA — Get rid of cattle 


grubs now, and you w~ill have more 
and better quality meat and leath- 
er to market later. 


Dr. N. D. Levine of .the Univer- 


sity ,j( Illinois college of veterinary 
medicine says that you can find 
grubs now in small bumps on the 
backs of your cattle. Here they 
make holes In the skin and damage 
the meat and leather. Soon they 
will drop out of the skin and de- 


velop -into adult heel flies on the 
ground. 


These flies lay eggs on the ani- 


mal's legs, causing it to run 
around the pasture during the sum- 
mer to avoid them and thus lose 
weight and produce less milk. The 
eggs hatch into tiny grubs that 
'work their way through the ani- 
mal's body to the back, where 
they spend the winter and grow 
large. 


Dust or spray your cattle with 


rotenone now before the grubs 
emerge, and there will be fewer 
flies to bother your cattle this 
spring. If you have just a few ani- 
mals, it may be easier to work a 
1'i per cent dust into their backs. 


Large herds should be treated 


with a power sprayer. Spray them 


once a month w 
pounds of 5 per 
der mixed in li 
and applied ur 
pressure.

Corn Silage 
Proves Better 
Than Purdue A 


A mixture of 90 per cent ground 


corn and 10 per cent urea used as 
a supplement for corn silage beat 
Purdue supplement A1 by $20 a 
steer in recent comparisons at the 
Michigan Experiment Station. 


Purdue A was made for use with 


cobs. It's one of the best supple- 
ments- for that purpose. In some 
quarters, however, it has been 
touted as a supplement for grass 
silage and corn silage, but level- 
headed 
researchers 
had 
their 


doubts. 


They know that "good legume- 


grass silage contains all the pro- 
tein cattle need," states Capper's 
Farmer. They could see "no logi- 
cal reason" for adding to such a 
feed two pounds or more of soy- 
bean meal, the amount of protein 
recommended for a daily supple* 
ment A ration. 


Illinois beef men set out to get 


the facts in tests started several 
years ago. They compared SVt 
pounds of Purdue supplement A 
per steer daily with 3% pounds of 
ground corn. Corn won in a walk. 
Purdue A gains were 20 per cent 
slower, and the cost was 50 per 
cent more. 


Because com silage doesn't con- 


tain enough protein to produce top 
beef gains, a supplement is needed 
with it, the farm magazine points 


out. But the Michigan teat show* 
Purdue A isn't the best if you're 
looking for the most profit. 
j 


The Michigan cattle were fed all 


the corn silage they wanted for 
146 days. Those on the 9-to-l corn* 
urea mixture got a daily feed of 
33; pounds. 
Each steer in the 


Purdue A lot were fed 3% pounds 
of supplement a day. The corn- 
urea rriix cost $80 a ton, and Pur- 
due A, $105. 


Cattle on the corn-urea supple- 


ment gained 2.37 pounds daily; 
those on Purdue A, 2.33, concludes 
the magazine. Cost -of 100 pounds 
of gain was $20.85 for urea, and 
$23.75 for supplement A. The urea* 
fed cattle were worth 81 cents a 
hundred more. 


On a per steer basis, the urea 


cattle made $1.09 more gain, they 
were worth $8.93 more apiece, and 
their gains cost $10 less a head. 
That's a total of $20.02.

See Outbreak/ 
Of Spittlebugs 
In Lee County 


CHICAGO — (Special) — Lee 


county and surrounding areas are 
included in the list of counties 
which can expect outbreaks of 
spittlebugs in 1954. 


The prediction is made by H. 


B. Petty, University of Illinois en- 
tomologist. 


Based on fall "census" figures 


of over-wintering insects, Petty 
says the counties of Will, Kanka- 
kee, Iroquois, Livingston, McLean 
and Ford may be hit the hardest 
by insects. 


Severe cold weather and heavy 


rainfall during what's left of win- 
ter could alter the insect outlook, 
the entomologist says. 


The six counties most likely to 


be hit may suffer heavy infesta- 
tions of chinch bugs, spitUebugs 
and corn borers. "It'll pay to 
spray," Petty adds. 


"Illinois farmers got back be- 


tween $4 and $5 for each $1 they 
invested in insecticides during the 
1953 crop year. And 1954 looks like 
it'll be another record year for 
bugs," he said. 


Summarizing the article, here is 


a breakdown by insects which lists 
counties most likely to be affected 
by severe outbreaks:

URBAN A—There's no oversup- 


ply of quality lumber, says L. B. 
Culver, extension forester at the 
University. of Illinois college of 
agriculture. 


As a matter of fact, Culver says, 


the trend in per capita wood con- 
sumption is downward, especially 
in quality products, because there 
isnt enough. 


There are 4 million acres of for- 


est stands in Illinois. But there are 
also 2% to S million additional 
acres that should be put back into 
timber production. Planting those 
acres to trees would increase the 
supply of quality material avail- 
able for harvest. 


Idle lands needs to be planted, 


and present farm wdodlands need 
to be managed properly, the fores- 
ter says. Well-managed woodlands 
produce valuable wood; conserve 
wildlife, soil and water; and con- 
trol wind. 


A good farm woodland also pro- 


vides profitable work in the slack 
winter season not only on the farm 
but also in mills and factories. 
Test results in Illinois have shown 
that farm woodland labor can re- 
turn as much as $2.25 an hour 
when it is efficiently applied. 


Save Your Puppy 
With Vaccination 
For Distemper 


URBANA — Yes, sir, that is a

Distemper is one of the most 


common diseases of dogs. It may 
strike at any time of year, but is 
most severe in cold, damp weather. 
Dogs are most likely to pick up the 
virus before they are two years 
old by coming in contact with oth- 
er dogs that are either sick with 
distemper or are carrying it. "If 
your pet gets distemper, he may 
easily die or be permanently'.af- 
fected. 


Play it safe and have your vet- 


erinarian vaccinate your dog be- 
fore he gets sick. But, by all 
means, call your veterinarian if 
the animal develops a fever, loses 
his appetite and has a runny nose 
or eyes. 


It's best to call your local vet- 


erinarian if your chickens begin to 
gasp or rattle or have runny noses 
or eyes in winter, since many di- 
seases may cause such trouble.

Animal agriculture holds the so 


lution to our problem of mountin 
surpluses, according to a leadin 
live stock publication. In a featur 
article, the magazine points ou 
that our manunimal ratio is no 
sufficient to properly feed our' pop 
ulation of 160 million people. W 
now have an average of 4.2 per 
sons per family as compared with 
3.8 persons per family only three 
years ago. 


Today we have 247.2 million ani 


mal units in the United States — 
176.6 of which are grain consuming 
such as swine, poultry, cattle an<j 
ambs on feed. Only 70.6 million of 
hese are roughage consuming ani- 
mal units.

or Unimals to human population ii> 
an important concept of anima 
agriculture and is of vital import 
ance to the nation's economy as a 
whole. 


Population Increase 


In 1920. we had 2.12 Unimals pel 


capita. By 1950. this figure had in- 
creased to 1.64 Unimals per capi- 
ta indicating that bur human popu- 
lation is increasing at a much 
faster rate than our anmal popu- 
lation. The ratio of 1.6 Unimals 
per person is well below the goal 
of 2.0 Unimals per person which is 
sufficient 
to provide Americans 


with "come on and eat" and "get 
up and do" foods such as meat, 
milk, poultry and butter. 


If our human population reaches 


200 million by 1970 as the demogra- 
phers expect, we will need a total 
of 328 million animal units dr Uni- 
mals to feed them.

Then he 
started to improve his meadows 
by proper liming: and fertilization 
and use of seed of adapted leg- 
umes and grasses. 


Today his pastures produce far 


better feed than before, and the 
herbage is thick enough to permit 
the cows to stay easily within 
cruising speed and still get a ru- 
men full. In fact, he has extra 
pasture in the spring. This he clips! 
and puts into the silo for July and ' 
August when pastures are general- 
ly short. He pastures the clipped 
area after it gains second growth. 
The silo does doable duty because 
later it is filled again with corn 
or second cutting grass for winter 
feeding. 


Grass is a triple threat because 


it can be ensiled, cut for hay, or 
pastured. Hardly anything else ft 
farmer grows can boast of this. 
It means that the grass farmer 
can adjust his farm-magagement 
practices to meet seasonal condi- 
tions, even after the crop has been 
planted, and this is a big advan- 
tage. 


Most management obstacles in 


the way of profitable grassland 
farming can be solved by individ- 
ual farmers, and not all solution* 
call for more cash outlay. Grass- 
land farming calls for good man- 
agement along with good seed and 
plenty of fertilizer, and these are 
within the reach of all farmers 
who desire them. 
. 


For best results, dairy cattle 


should not be bred until at least 60 
days after calving.

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Use of Tools the Wrong Way 
Can Mean Workshop Injuries 


URBANA—Do you know some- 


one who nearly always has a fin 
ger bandaged up from a minor 
workshop injury? Such injuries 
aren't often senous if treated pro- 
perly, but they are mighty annoy- 
ing. 


Chances are, says Gordon Mc- 


Cleary, University of Illinois farm 
safety specialist, that" this fellow 
is violating at least one of the 
three simple rules for using hand 
tools safely.' 


Although most of us think only 


of power tools as being dangerous, 
a misguided hammer can still 
smash a finger, and a bit of fly- 
ing metal from the top of a "mush- 
roomed" chisel can put out an eye. 


You can't do a good job without 


the proper tool. Using pliers for a 
hammer usually not only fails to 
get the job done, but can result in 
an injury. The same goes for mis- 
using all kinds of hand tools. 


And once you know the proper 


tools, they should be in good con- 
dition. If a tool is meant to cut, 
sharpen it It's usually a dull tool, 
which takes a lot more forcing, that 
slips and cuts you. " 


Even the best tool may be re- 


sponsible for an injury if it's not 
used right, warns McCleary. When 
cutting anything, cut away from 
yourself. And in trying to loosen 
a stubborn screw, hold the material 
in a vise, not in your palm where

Need for Higher Standards 
In Soybean Grading Stated 


URBANA — P r e s e n t soybean 


grade standards actual!/ encour- 
age the marketing of dirty soy- 
beans. 


Since restrictions were relaxed 


in 1949, the per cent of foreign 
material in soybeans arriving at 
principal markets has doubled. 
According to a survey of six mid- 
west markets by the U.S. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, 62 per cent 
of the soybeans received in 19-49 
contained less than two per cent 
of foreign material. In 1953 only 
31 per cent contained less than 
two per cent. 


Until 1949 only two per cent of 


foreign material was allowed In 


No. 2 soybeans. Since then three 
per cent is allowed. 


According to L. F. Stice, Uni- 


versity of Illinois farm economist, 
tightening of these standards would 
improve the soybean market in 
four ways: 


1. It would increase the value 


of the soybeans. Prices are now 
based on three per cent of foreign 
material. Each increase of one 
per cent in foreign material ac- 
tually decreases prices one per 
cent. At present prices, that de- 
crease amounts to three cents a 
bushel. 


2. It would make U. S. soybeans 


more attractive to the foreign 
market, 
which 
now 
complains 


about trash in our beans, 
/ 


3. It 
would 
reduce shipping 


charges. It costs as much to ship 
a pound of trash as to ship a 
pound of beans. 


4. It would encourage producers 


and dealers to keep dirt and trash 
out of beans. Under the present 
system, in which there is no pre- 
mium for beans with less than 
three per cent of foreign material, 
the producer of clean beans is ac- 
tually penalized. 


Increased demand for meat-type 


tiogs will mean more money for 
Farmers producing them, says a 
University of Illinois farm econo- 
mist.

Management Is 
Key to Profits 
For Farmers

URBANA—Barring catastrophe 


well-managed farms will be profit 
able in 1954, in spite of fears raised 
by surpluses, lower prices and high 
costs. 


Economic conditions are impor 


tant, of course, but the most profit- 
able adjustment for the Illinois 
farmer this year is the same as 
always—adjustment of his'crops to 
the quality of his land. 


P. E. Johnston, University of Illi 


nois farm economist, reports that's 
what a study of hundreds of Illinois 
farm records shows. 


He offers one guiding principle 


to follow in making this adjust- 
ment: Grow as many acres of the 
highest value crops as your farm 
can stand and yet keep erosion un- 
der control. 


According to the records, corn 


has the highest value, followed in 
order by soybeans, clover, wh^at 
and oats. At prices expected in 
1954, you can look for about these 
profits per acre: $30 for 70-bushel 
corn, $24 for 32-bushel soybeans, 
$10 for two-ton clover, $9 for 29- 
bushel wheat and $4 lor 48-bushel 
oats.

URBANA—You can expect large 


numbers of chinch bugs and corn 
borers in 1954, says Entomologist 
J. H. Bigger of the Illinois Natural 
History Survey. 


The outlook is bad partly be- 


cause of the mild winter so far and 
partly because of the large num- 
bers of these insects last year. Big- 
ger says. Chinch bugs will be espe- 
cially bad in the central and south- 
western counties, and corn borers 
will be heavy in the northcentral 
counties. 


The entomologist outlines some 


things you can do to cut down on 
the damage from these insects. 


It will be particularly important 


this spring to follow good cultural 
and fertilty practices in order to 
get as heavy a stand of oats as 
you can. A rank growth of oata will 
hold moisture on the lower parts 
of the plants and in the soil and 
will help to drive the chinch bugs 
from their early breeding grounds. 


It's a good idea not to plant small 


grain next to corn if you can make 
other arrangements. 


First early defensive measure 


against corn borer is to plow under 
all cornstalks and plant refuse be- 
fore May 10 to destroy the winter 
harboring grounds of the borer. 


Adjust your planting time to in- 


sure a vigorous, healthy stand and 
avoid exceptionally earTy or late 
plantings. Plant fertile soils to 
corn about mid-May. 


Finally, 
for best growth and 


yield. Bigger advises using a hy- 
brid corn that ia especially adapted 
to your area. 


If you have to buy hay for your 


dairy cows, you may be money 
ahead to use some corn instead. -
